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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues the rejection sent out is 
stated to be based on Gallant in view of Clayton, however, Gallant in view of Owensby is discussed. The rejection is based on Gallant in 
view of Owensby as the Applicant assumed and the statement referring to Clayton was clearly a typographical error. The Applicant 
aruges the combination of Gallant and Owensby fails to disclose allowing a user to specify the categories of short codes to be sent, 
however this limitation is not recited in the claim as admitted by the applicant and is therefore moot. The Applicant argues Michaels fails 
to teach the selective sending of certain codes, but the selective receiving of saaid codes. The claimed language is "transmitted to said 
user." and the broadest reasonable interpretation in light of the specification of this limitation would include the combination of Gallant, 
Owensby and Michaels with the SIM card only receiving relevant messages.
